“Middle East Uses Family Values 
Against AIDS” Reuters After learning that the 
AIDS epidemic has a small but firm foothold 
in the region, the Middle East—long depend- 
ent on conservative family values in the 
battle against AIDS—is demonstrating a new 
willingness to try other strategies to counter 
the disease. Promotion of marital fidelity, 
however, remains the primary message. The 
region’s strategies also include encourage- 
ment of earlier marriage to reduce the “period 
of temptation” among young men, compul- 
sory testing of foreign workers, and the 
possible introduction of mandatory pre- 
marital testing. “This part of the world is very 
fortunate in its religious and social values 
and culture which teach people self respect 
and morality,” said regional World Health 
Organization official M.H. Wahdan. “This 


region has not reached the moral crisis seen 
-in some other communities. Traditional 

- family values, ethics, and religious. beliefs. are 
encouraged and welcomed rather than 
criticized.” An estimated 100,000 people in 
the Middle East have been infected with HIV.

“Officials, Activists Applaud AIDS Funds, Say More Needed” 
Boston Globe City officials and AIDS activists in Boston welcomed 
the news that the metropolitan area has been awarded $3.9 million 
in additional federal funding for emergency health care services for 
AIDS patients. They cautioned, however, that with the increasing 
number of infected people, much more money was needed. Boston 
will receive the money—about $800,000 more than anticipated— 
under the Ryan White Act, the U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services announced on Monday. “It’s a big boost,” said 
Todd Summers, executive director of the AIDS Housing Corporation 
and former co-chairman of the Boston HIV/AIDS Services Planning 
Council. State officials report that 3,527 people in Massachusetts 
have AIDS, estimate that at least 20,000 more are infected with the 
virus, 


“Japan’s Two Months AIDS Total is Highest” United Press 
International Japan’s Health and Welfare Ministry reported on 
Wednesday that figures from its AIDS surveillance committee 
showed an HIV/AIDS tally of 66 for the months of January and 
February—the highest number recorded during a two-month time 
frame. The bimonthly total was a dozen cases higher than 
reported in the previous two-month time frame, and brought the 
total number of those infected with HIV or AIDS to 1,476. Of the 
66 new cases, 42 were men and 24 were women, the committee 
reported, also noting that the figures excluded people infected 


through blood transfusions. 


“Blood Package Called ‘Disgraceful” Toronto Globe and Mail 
Janet and Randy Conners, the Nova Scotia couple credited with 
forcing provincial Canadian governments to compensate people who 
contracted HIV through contaminated blood, called the $150 million 
package “shameful and disgraceful” for failing to cover the expense 
of prescription drugs. While Nova Scotia pays for their prescription 
drugs, other provinces place this burden on the patients. “It's 
shameful and disgraceful that everyone is not getting their drugs 
paid,” Janet Conners told a public inquiry. “The package doesn't 
provide a decent level of care; it condemns people to poverty and 
suffering.” Dawna Ring, a lawyer for the group Canadian 
Hemophiliacs Infected with HIV-AIDS, said “Once you pay $20,000 
for prescription drugs, there is almost nothing left over for food, 
shelter, children’s clothing, etc.,” 


“Foreigners With HIV to Attend 
Gay Games” Washington Times The 
Clinton administration will permit HIV- 
positive foreigners to attend the Gay 
Games in New York in June. After 
being advised by the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention that 
‘there was no public health reason to 
prohibit the brief stay, Attorney 
General Janet Reno yesterday 
approved a waiver to a rule prohibiting 
people with HIV from entering the 
United States. Visas granted under 
the waiver will allow visitors to stay in 
the country for up to 10 days. The 
Gay Games are scheduled for only 
eight: two days were set aside for 
travel. Between 10,000 and 15,000 
‘participants and spectators from more 
than 40 countries are expected to 
attend the event. 


“Canada Considers AIDS Test 
for Sex Offenders” Reuters Canada is 
contemplating legislation that would 
require convicted sex offenders to 

undergo AIDS testing, a government 
official announced yesterday. Federal 
Justice Minister Alan Rock said that a 
government committee is examining 
the legal implications of testing for 
HIV. He said that although victims of 
sexual assault want mandatory 
testing, the rights of the accused have 
to. be considered as well. “We're 
taking a look at it because there are 
people who argue quite strongly that 
for their own peace of mind, they want 
to have access to such information,” 
said Rock. “There's going to be a 
balancing effort to take into account 
the Charter of Rights and the right of 
every person to be free from 
mandatorily giving bodily samples.” 


“Actor Dack Rambo, Played Jack 


Ewing, Dead at 52” Reuters HIV- 
positive actor Dack Rambo, who 
portrayed the character of Jack Ewing 
on the long-running nighttime soap 
- opera “Dallas,” died on Monday at the 
age of 52. The actor died shortly after 
being admitted to Delano Regional 
Medical Center, said the facility's 
-< spokeswoman, Jan Minot. She de- 
clined to identify the cause of death; 
however, Rambo announced in 1990 
that he had tested positive for HIV. At 
that time, he also quit his role on the 
daytime: soap opera “Another World.” 
His other credits include “All My 
Children,” as well as television series 
including “Sword of Justice,” “Never 
Too Young,” and “The Guns of Will 
Sonnet.” 


CENTERS FOR DISEASE CONTROL AND PREVENTION 


The proper and consistent use of latex condoms when engaging in sexual 
intercourse—vaginal, anal, or oral—can greatly reduce a person's risk of acquir- 
ing or transmitting STDs, including HIV infection. In fact, recent studies provide 
compelling evidence that latex condoms are highly effective in protecting against 
HIV infection when used properly for every act of intercourse. 

The protection that proper use of latex condoms provides against HIV 
transmission is most evident from studies of couples in which one member is 
infected with HIV and the other is not, i.e., “discordant couples.” Ina study of 
discordant couples in Europe, among 123 couples who reported consistent 
condom use, none of the uninfected partners became infected. In contrast, 
among the 122 couples who used condoms inconsistently, 12 of the uninfected 
partners became infected. 

Correct condom use should include the following steps: 

* Use anew condom for each act of intercourse. 

* Put on the condom as soon as erection occurs and before any sexual 
contact (vaginal, anal, or oral). 

* Hold the tip of the condom and unroll it onto the erect penis, leaving space 
at the tip of the condom, yet ensuring that no air is trapped in the condom's tip. 

* Adequate lubrication is important, but use only water-based lubricants, 
such as glycerine or lubricating jellies (which can be purchased at any pharmacy). 
Oil-based lubricants, such as petroleum jelly, cold cream, hand lotion, or baby oil, 
can weaken the condom. 

* Withdraw from the partner immediately after ejaculation, holding the 
condom firmly to keep it from slipping off. 

Myths About Condoms There continues to be misinformation and misunder- 
standing about condom effectiveness. 

Myth #1: Condoms don’t work Some persons have expressed concern 
about studies that report failure rates among couples using condoms for preg- 
nancy prevention. Analysis of these studies indicates that the large range of 
efficacy rates is related to incorrect or inconsistent use. The fact is: latex 
condoms are highly effective for pregnancy prevention, but only when they are 
used properly. Research indicates that only 30 to 60 percent of men who claim to 
use condoms for contraception actually use them for every act of intercourse. 
Further, even people who use condoms every time may not use them correctly. 
Incorrect use contributes to the possibility that the condom could leak from the 
base or break. 

Myth #2: HIV can pass through condoms A commonly held misperception 
is that latex condoms contain “holes” that allow passage of HIV. Although this 
may be true for natural membrane condoms, laboratory studies show that intact 
latex condoms provide a continuous barrier to microorganisms, including HIV, as 
well as sperm. 

Myth #3: Condoms frequently break Another area of concern expressed by 
some is about the quality of latex condoms. Condoms are classified as medical 
devices and are regulated by the FDA. Every latex condom manufactured in the 
United States is tested for defects before it is packaged. During the manufactur- 
ing process, condoms are double-dipped in latex and undergo stringent quality 
control procedures. Several studies clearly show that condom breakage rates in 
this country are less than 2 percent. Most of the breakage is due to incorrect 
usage rather than poor condom quality. Using oil-based lubricants can weaken 
latex, causing the condom to break. In addition, condoms can be weakened by 
exposure to heat or sunlight or by age, or they can be torn by teeth or fingernails. 

Recommended Prevention Strategies Abstaining from sexual activity is the 
most effective HIV prevention strategy. However, for individuals who choose to 
be sexually active, the following are highly effective: 

* Engaging in sexual activities that do not involve vaginal, anal, or oral 
intercourse 

* Having intercourse only with one uninfected partner 

* Using latex condoms correctly from start to finish with each act of inter- 
course 

Other HIV Prevention Strategies 
Making Responsible Choices In summary, sexually transmitted diseases, 
including HIV infection, are preventable, and individuals have several responsible 
prevention strategies to choose from. But the effectiveness of each one depends 
largely on the individual. Those who practice abstinence as a prevention strategy 
will find it effective only if they always abstain. Similarly, those who choose any of 
the other recommended prevention strategies, including condoms, will find them 
highly effective if used correctly and consistently.

Dear Sir: 

The January 8, 1993 edition of Alberta 
Report had a cover story and editorial on the 
subject of homosexuality, presented in a very 
negative and unbalanced manner. It was implies 
that homosexuality was a life style choice, that 
activism by homosexuals was designed to “in- 
duct” others and that they current AIDS’s phe- 
nomenon was, more or less, a deserved conse- 
quence of all this. As well, there have been many 
other instances of negative coverage on the 
subject of homosexuality in the media. Many 
articles are clearly designed to propagate myths 
about homosexuality and verge at times on what 
could be called hate literature. 

A few comments need to be made about 
heterosexuality to place the subject of sexual 
orientation into perspective. 

To date. medical science cannot explain 
what “causes” heterosexuality. An individual is 
born with a sexual orientation that is predeter- 
mined. Heterosexuals do not choose to be het- 
erosexual, they are so from birth. Their orienta- 
tion is a biological, thus immutable characteris- 
tics of themselves. Sexual orientation (sexual 
object choice) must be differentiated from sexual 
lifestyle, which is the expression of sexuality 
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regardless of what orientation an individual has. 

Heterosexuals have had their “AIDS epi- 
demic”. Syphilis was rampant for centuries up 
until 1905 when the spirochaete called 
Treponemum pallidum that cause the illness was 
discovered. Hundreds of people have died from 
syphilis over the centuries, mostly heterosexuals 
since homosexuality was very much repressed 
by society. Syphilis cause serve neurological 


' damage and eventually dementia. Many histori- 


cal figures had syphilis and the course of history 
probably changed by the illness. It has been 
theorized that Columbus brought syphilis to 
Europe from the new world. However, syphilis 
probably existed in sub-epidemic states for 
centuries in the Old World and before the time 
of Columbus. Fortunately, after concerted efforts 
by medical science, an effective cure was found 
in the form of sulpha drugs and then penicillin. 
Syphilis and other sexually transmitted diseases 
such as gonorrhoea, chlamydia, trichomonas, 
and genital herpes all remain a problem mostly 
because of heterosexual transmission. The 
megalomanical clinical state of heterosexual 
males (and females) with neurosyphilis is a thing 
of the past although.at one time this was very 
common in insane asylums.

Heterosexuality also has had its so called 
revolution and days of activism. Following the 
Victoria era of sexual repression and the almost 
as repressive decades that followed, hetero- 
sexuality broke from these constraints with the 
“free love” movement”. “Key clubs”, wife ex- 
change, multiple partners, group sex, and so on 
became more common. Kinsey reported in the 
early 1950’s, that over 70% of males had visited 
a prostitute at least once and about half had an 
affair even though they were married. The 
current very high rate of divorce in Alberta does 
not suggest stability in heterosexual relation- 
ships. 

Some aspects of heterosexual expression 
have been considered a disorder in the past. 
Women were considered abnormal if they 
enjoyed sex or had orgasm during intercourse. 
This thinking prevailed until the early part of the 
century. Clitoridectomy, the removal of the 
female counterpart of the head of the penis was 
a common and accepted part of surgical proce- 
dure to prevent women from falling into the 
“pleasures of the flesh”. Masturbation was 
considered abnormal by the medical profession 
as recently as 30 years ago, and was thought to 
cause, among other things, intellectual feeble- 
ness, weak eyes, epilepsy, and even social 
decline! 

Over the years, heterosexuality has been 
responsible for brothels, sex slaves, prostitution 
and so on. The thriving sex trade in cities like 
Bangkok, where young girls are sold into sexual 
slavery as young as ten or twelve, makes one 
wonder about some of the various aspects of 
the expression of heterosexuality. 

It is well established that practices such as 
cunnilingus and fellatio (both terms for oral sex)

are very common amongst heterosexual couples. 
Sodomy (anal intercourse) is also not uncom- 
mon. Heterosexual males who make up 90% or 
more of the male population account for at least 
90% of practices such as incest, pedophilia, 
voyeurism, exhibitionism, frotteurism, rape, or 
sadomasochism. 

All of these are activities found in 
heterosexuals. Does this represent the typical 
heterosexual lifestyle? Obviously not. A visible 
but small minority of heterosexuals are involved 
in such activities. The silent majority are minding 
their own business conducting sexual activities 
in the privacy of their own bedrooms, most likely 
in the context of a monogamous relationship. 

A few points about homosexuality will now 
be made. 

The “cause” of homosexuality, like hetero- 
sexuality, is not known. Enlightened medical 
thought has evolved to the point that homosexu- 
ality is no longer considered a psychiatric illness. 
Any modern psychiatrist would confirm this. 
Homosexuality was deleted from the list of Psy- 
chiatric disorders in 1978. (cont'd on page 33)

Healthful, easy, fast recipe: 

Tortilla Pie (Mexican Lasagna) 

Ingredients ( 8 servings ) 2 Tablespoons vegetable oil (corn oil is preferable) 1/2 Cup course 
chopped onion 2 Cloves garlic, finely chopped (add more for health) 1/4 Cup (or more for heat) 
Jalapeno peppers (fresh or canned) 1 Cup salsa sauce ( any commercial brand) 1 (7.5 oz.) can of 
tomato sauce 1 Cup chicken stock or vegetable stock or water 1 Cup milk 2 Cups grated monterey 
jack cheese 3 Cups cooked chicken ( bite size) and/or cook canned beans, pinto beans, chick 
peas, kidney or any other) 18 Corn tortillas 1 Cup grated cheddar (old is best) 

Method - Heat oil in saucepan, and saute and garlic until onions are transparent. Add 
jalapeno peppers, salsa and tomato sauces, stock or water, milk or jack cheese, stirring constantly 
until cheese is melted. Add chicken and/or beans and remove from heat. - Place 6 tortillas in 
bottom of greased casserole pan approximately 12" x 12" x 3". Cover with 1/3 of chicken/bean 
mixture and cover with another layer of 6 tortillas. Repeat, ending with a layer of mixture on top. 
Sprinkle top with grated cheddar. Bake at 325 F for 40 minutes. Remoye from oven and let stand 
10 minutes at room temperature before cutting and serving. Accompany with a salad. (Mexican 


corn and avocado salad in next issue of Times .10 ) 


If preparing for future use or preparing for future use, refrigerate up to 3 days or freeze. Re- 
heat thawed at 350 F, covered with foil for about 30 minutes or until hot to taste. Remove foil for 
last few minutes of cooking. This dish is also delicious at room temperature in the heat of the 
summer. - This recipe is high in carbohydrates and filling, especially if beans are used.

Wearing leather boots Marsha 
would kill for, and very little else, 
Nina Hartley came into the store at 
which I work as part of a whirlwind, 
cross-Canada tour.

Nina Hartley is a woman with an 
intellect - a very strong intellect.

Hartley has her B.Sc.N. (Bachelor of Sci- 
ence in Nursing - she graduated Magna 
Cum Laude, from San Francisco State in 
1985). She can, and did, talk about any- 
thing. Conversation ranged from the erotic 
qualities of an enema to John Holmes (I 
don’t do shetland ponies); from T.T. Boy 
(Nice body, nice butt, nice ... typical Cali- 
fornia Boy) to racism and the historical

and the States. Sheisa 
woman with a vision, 
one who knows where 
she is going. Meeting 
with her was an experi- 
ence I won’t forget. 

Having arranged to 
meet with Nina at her 
hotel, I arrived as she 
was putting her hair in 
curlers (the fans like her 
with curly hair). With 
little make-up, glasses, 
and more clothing she looked much more 
real - more sensuous and sexy in my view 
(but who am! to comment). The meeting 
ended up being less of an interview and 
more of a chat with an old friend. No real 
questions were asked, topics just flowed. 
Nina talked on numerous issues, some 
which will be related here. 

On the Porn Business. ‘I am a bi- 
sexual exhibitionist who doesn’t like get- 
ting arrested for having sex in public ... 
What’s a person supposed to do for excite- 
ment?” That the reason Nina gives for 
getting into porn. She started out eleven 
years ago through stripping and stage 
shows. As she stated, this venue provided 
her with the opportunity to have casual sex 


with as many women as possible. She 
started making films ten years ago, and 
now directs and produces. Nina is one of, 
if not THE, only starlet who insists that all 
of her actors wear condoms during a

On Sexuality in 
general. The opinion 
that there is an unfair 
division when it comes to 
sexuality was very evi- 
dent throughout our 
conversation. The dis- 
parity is that bisexuality 
in women is accepted, if 
not expected, but in men 
it is the greatest taboo. 
Apart from notable ex- 
ceptions (Stryker and Ramsey/North are 
good examples), the stigma of being in gay 
porn, whether straight or not, results ina 
difficulty in crossing over from one to the 
other. On being asked if it was due to 
AIDS, the response was no. The stigma 
reflects general societal apathy towards 
the gay community. However, the female 
“actresses” are often in womyn to womyn 
scenes, and are very well received. Nina’s 
of the opinion that this disparity is dis- 
gusting, effectively (tying in with her feel- 
ings on sex) there should be few restraints 
on who a person sleeps with. 

Nina feels that access to education 
regarding sex is too restricted for the 
youth ... leading to repressed sexuality. 
She feels that a youth who is allowed to 
gain a healthy appreciation of sex in an 


promoted as a natural 
function not simply for 
procreation. For exam- 
ple, a lot of people have 
the preconceived notion 
that missionary is the 
only way to have Sex ... 
NOT. 

On her Sexuality. 
Nina started out asa 
“Berkely Dyke” and 
stated that she was 
often referred to asa 
Baby Butch. That is 
how she sees herself, 
very much the aggres- 
sor. Nina’s definition of 
sex is very non-male - 
she loves to have sex 
with womyn. She is 
fascinated with female bathhouses and 
sex-clubs. She is not really into 
Butches, and really does not go for leg- 
hair. In fact her feelings on sex are: 
take out the minors and the non-con- 
senting and Edmonton is a play- 
ground. She likes sex. 

On the Male Stars. Yes, I had to 
ask about all of the hunky straight 
male porn stars that I could think of. I 
got some good answers. However, the 
basic thing Nina had to say about the 
men in porn was that she pitied them. 
Her reason, the women can fake it, I 
would like to see a guy fake an or- 
gasm. She related how one male porn 
star had done scenes 30 days in a row.

COMMUNITY FORMING 
AND NORMALIZATION

Those who know me know that my educational background is Sociological. | studied Symbolic 
Interaction and concentrated on the areas of deviance and consensual crime -this is what my de- 
gree is in. In this article, | am going to use some of my Sociological background to investigate the 
notion of community forming and the normalization of consensual deviant activity. This investigation 
will be very brief and gereal, whole texts have been written on the subject. Prior to continuing, 
please note that | have left references and sources out of this article for reasons of continuity, in 
addition, when | mention homosexuality, | refer to lesbians, gay men, bisexuals, pro-gay individuals 
and any individual or group self-identifying with our community or supportive of it. If anybody is 
wishing to read up on this subject, contact the magazine, and | will be happy to provide a bibliogra- 


phy. 

One of the better definitions of deviant 
activity | have found is: “Any acts, thoughts or 
products of actions found disrespectful by some 
audience.” Implied in this statement is that any 
size group can define deviance within, and to an 
extent without that group. A nation state defines 
its notions of deviance through the formation, and 
striking down, of laws - in Canada a decision of 
democratically elected individuals. A religious 
group forms theirs on the basis of the tenets of 
that group, while a gang might base theirs on 
what they decide to do at the time. Deviance is, 
therefore, very situational - and group based. 
Generally, the smaller the group, the more the 
definition is open to negotiation within that group, 
and the more influence individual members of 
that group have in the defining of deviance. A

When a person logs onto a BBS, they 
will almost always find a message area. 
I've noticed that people new to the BBS 
scene almost never use the message 
areas. | think that this, in a large part, is 
due to the fact that they have no under- 
standing of what the message area does, 
or what kind of services it can provide for 
them. At most, new users perceive the 
message areas as a place to leave mes- 
sages to other users of that BBS in order 
to socialize. Message areas are far more 
than this, and can provide an extremely 
powerful networking and information gath- 
ering tool. 

Message areas are usually organized 
into conferences. Each conference has a 
particular topic that it focuses on. The 
topics can range from being broad, such 
as “Everything under the Sun’, to narrow, 
such as the “Discussion of the Newest 
Music on CD’. 

There are two types of message 
conferences generally available to users 
of BBS’. The first type of conference is a 
local conference. Local conferences are 
confined to a single BBS, and people who 
use that BBS are able to leave messages 
to other users of that BBS. The second 
type of conference is generally called an 
“echomail” conference. A message en- 
tered into an echomail conference will find 
its way to all other BBS’ which carry that 
conference within days, depending where 
the other BBS’ are located. 

BBS’ that carry echo mail are mem- 
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bers of networks. A network is a group of BBS’ 
that exchange mail, most of which is mail that 
originates in echo mail conferences. Networks 
range in scope from local — 2 or more BBS’ 
exchanging mail in one or more conferences 
— to an international network like Fidonet, 
comprising 30,000+ BBS’s from all parts of the 
world exchanging mail in hundreds of echo- 
mail conferences. If you consider that each of 
these 30,000 BBS’ has a minimum of 100 
users, that’s 3,000,000+ people networked 
together for information exchange on various 
topics. 

Let’s take a practical example of how it 
works. | want to buy a CD player. | know noth- 
ing about them. | log onto a local BBS which 
carries the CD echomail conference. | write a 
message to ‘All’ in that conference asking 
what kind of CD player people would recom- 
mend for under $500 dollars. As a user of a 
BBS, my part is done. | would wait for the 
replies. 

What happen unseen to me, is that after | 
log off, the message is sent to another BBS 
which acts as the central message collector 
(or Mail Hub) for that region/city. The HUB will 
make sure that every other BBS in the city 
who is a member of that network gets the 
message. In addition, the Hub will send all the 
mail that it has collected for the city to a BBS 
that acts as a collection point for a larger 
geographical area. Eventually, that mail will 
be sent up to a satellite, where it is collected 
around the world, and distributed to the re- 
gional and local BBS’s. A person in say, Ger- 
many, may read the message and reply to it. 
The reply will follow the same process, and 


eventually make it through satellites back to 
the BBS where the original message was writ- 
ten. 

So, | log onto the BBS a few days later, 
and there is a message waiting for me from 
some guy in Germany who might be able to 
recommend a CD Player to me if | tell him what 
$500 is worth in German Marks. ;-) 

The amount of information that is available 
is staggering. The only requirement for access 
is ahome computer and a local call to a BBS. 
Best of all, it’s free!

(Community - from page 20) example drug use, 


may be viewed as a normative and expected 
behaviour in a drug house - and traditional 
authority viewed as deviant. 

When looking at deviance through the 
above, it is evident that one group may define 
an action which is legal on the societal level as 
deviant within its own tenets. This group may 


then attempt to promote their particular notion of 


right, and have it made into law. If successful, 


the result would be an action which is not inher- 


ently wrong being made illegal -and therefore 


deviant on the societal level (a prime example of 


this is the prohibition movement in the early 
decades of this century). The actions of these 
moral entrepreneurs (the sociological term for 
those who promote their notions of right) don’t 
necessarily have to occur on a societal level, 
and can be applied to smaller groups. A good 


example of these are organizations who actively 


recruit individuals to convert to their views, or, 
for an individual, that certain lady who often 
appears in the paper with her tirades against 
strippers.. 

Consensual deviant activity has, histori- 
cally, been labelled by the actions of moral 
entrepreneurs. Consensual deviance, actions 
between consenting individuals deemed “im- 
moral” and “not right” by some group, may not 
be inherently wrong. Homosexuality falls into 
this category. It is not illegal in Canada - yet is 
deviant. Although you may argue, and | hope 
you do, that homosexuality is not deviant, if you 
look at the fact that it wasn’t too long ago when 
it was still classed as a psychiatric illness, and 
was illegal a quarter century ago - it is still a 
deviant activity. Being gay or lesbian is not 
normative to the whole of society. However, 
when looked at through the homosexual com- 
munity, being “straight” isn’t normative to us. 

One of the “quirks” of human nature is that 
individuals tend to congregate among those of 
their own kind, or those who share a common 
interest. That is how communities are formed. 
This is particularly so among the disenfran- 
chised members of society. Communities take 
many forms: towns known for their ethnicity 
(Glendon and the Perogy, Vegreville and their 


Egg); neighbourhoods such as the “Chinatown” 


found in every major city; and the relatively

)intangible, which is where the Homosexual 
Community exists. These “intangible” com- 
munities are most often referred to as sub- 
cultures. The homosexual community is 
intangible in that the numbers are not read- 
ily quantifiable. One can estimate with 
relative accuracy the population of an ethnic 
group in Canada or the number of people in 
a town. With the homosexual community 
that is not possible. One has to indentify 
oneself as a member, through identifying 
themselves as a homosexual (ie. coming out 
of the closet). Just as one must be ac- 
cepted into any other community, one must 
be accepted as a member of the gay com- 
munity. 

Through the formation of communities, 
and the support arising from them, the 
common defining factor in that community 
becomes “sacred” and maintained - deviant 
stigma may become accepted and ex- 
pected, the unique culture of the community 
becomes protected and promoted. Through 
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this development, strength rises up within 
that community through the support of its 
members - be they few or many. These 
communities have the potential of becoming 
their own moral entrepreneurs - promoting 
their own notions of right. In a community 
such as ours, founded upon a consensual 
deviant activity, that activity then becomes 
normative within that community. As 
strength develops, the approach may be 
made to promote the normalcy of the activity 
outside of the community. As the community 
grows, diversity within that community also 
grows, and the formation of other communi- 
ties develop (such as the leather/levi com- 
munity). Again these communities arise out 
of commonly shared interests and act as 
normalizing agents for their particular inter- 
ests. Such sub-communities may include the 
disenfranchised of that community (older 
gays are, unfortunately, viewed as “undesir- 
able” within the night club scene) or those 
with specific interests (Womyn, Drag, 
Leather, TV/TS, etc.). ( cont'd on page 36 )

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Letter vo. the Editor - (cont'd from page 11) The only reference to this is the term sexual 


dysphoria which refers to individuals who are unhappy with or unadjusted to their sexual orientation. Therapy 
is aimed at assisting such individuals to become better adjusted. Of interest, Sigmund Freud did not consider 
homosexuality to be a matter of concern and this was expressed in his writings. (Letter to an American 
Mother, April 9, 1935). 

All medical evidence suggest that a homosexual orientation is a biological characteristic of an individual, 
developed before or relatively soon after birth. It is not chosen. It is immutable. What is chosen is how homo- 
sexuality, like heterosexuality, is expressed, referred to as a “lifestyle”. Some homosexuals are promiscuous, 
some engage in unusual sexual practices and there are some homosexual pedophiles (less that 10% of the 
total number). As with other oppressed groups in the past, there is some negative activism. All of this repre- 
sents a visible but small minority. Like heterosexuals, the vast majority of homosexuals conduct their sexual 
lives discreetly, in private, and monogamously. 

As human beings are gregarious and have invariably lived in groups or tribes as far back as the begin- 
ning of recorded history, there is evidence to suggest that the presence of homosexuality represents survival 
value, not for the individual and his or her genetic replication, but for the entire society in which the individual 
lives. Like bees in a hive, members of society are different for a reason, each and all playing roles that con- 
tribute to the common good of the entire group and thus helping to ensure survival. 

It is time that “gay bashing” stopped and everyone began to look upon the inherent worth of all members 
of society and the contribution that each and every person makes. It is also time to put away biblical quota- 
tions, often used to denounce homosexuality. Although probably inherently wise at the time and context in 
which they were written, such quotations no longer apply to our modern world, at least if a literal interpretation 
is made. Furthermore, if one verse in a book from the bible is thought to be reflective of a truth, then all 
verses must be regarded in the same way. Unfortunately, quotes are usually made very selectively. For 
example, Leviticus, Chapter 18, Verse 22 is often recited as the bible’s damnation of homosexuality. In the 
same book, however, references are also made to death as punishment for adultery (Chapter 20, Verse 10), 
that the eating of certain types of flesh such as pork, hare or ostrich is unclean and forbidden (Chapter 11, 
Verses 4, 6, 7, 17). Worse yet, Chapter 21 has a section entitled “Irregularities” which gives a list of those 
individuals not allowed to offer up food at the alter. The list includes those individuals who are blind, disfig- 
ured, lame, humpbacked, or walleyed (cataracts). Not very compassionate to say the least! 

“Do unto others as you would have them do unto you” and “Love thy neighbour” seem to be a much 
more appropriate credos for our modern society. 

“Sex in History”, a book written by Reahy Tannahill, (published 1980) makes for delightful reading. It 
helps put the political issues of homosexuality versus heterosexuality into perspective.

Community - ( from page 31 )The homo- 
sexual community is a very unique community 
unlike any other in society. Because member- 
ship in the community is limited only by sexual- 
ity, there is a diversity within the membership 
rivalling society. This prevents the possibiltly of 
immobility found in other deviant communities 
(eg. prostitutes in Canada as compared to those 
in the Netherlands). The diversity of the mem- 
bership has also resulted in a firm foothold 
within society upon which to make a stand, and 
to attempt to remove the deviant label from our 
activities. The removal of the deviant label is 
necessary for a community to survive and to 
gain credibility. In other words, for long term 
survival and credibility, the normalization of 
homosexuality as a viable alternative to hetero- 
sexuality is vital. In the homosexual community 
there has been some success in this. However, 
not as much as is desired. 

The normalization of any act of deviance is 
not restricted to making an action or activity 
legal, it is to have that action accepted as a 
normal part of society. Homosexuality is legal in 
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Canada, though it is still deemed deviant. Until 
it is viewed as an equal alternative to hetero- 
sexuality it will always be deviant. All of us 
know why we are labelled as deviant -we were 
raised to believe that those committing the 
thoughts and actions that we do were deviant, 
and had the challenge of normalizing our own 
actions within ourselves and those closest to 
us. We had to change our thinking, and that is 
the obstacle facing us as a whole. While the 
initial goal may be to secure true equal rights, 
those rights must be utilized to promote the 
normalcy of homosexuality. 

There will always be groups that are 
homophobic, as there are groups who are 
xenophobic and racist. But we have made a 
start, and we can’t stop. For the relative youth 
of our community as an organized political force 
we have made great advances. When one 
realizes that Canada was apartheid until the 
1960’s (in regards to Natives), and that the 
courts have been consistently ruling in our 
favour, the end may be in sight.
